The State Adjutant General, Corham, stigma- 
tized the Hcuflletoriians In his report as deceitful 
and In collusion with the Lowerye.

Henderson Oxemlme was hanged there were found 
In his coat pockets a piece ol human bone, appar- 
ently taken from tne human hand, ana a quantity 
oJ mixed Herbs, Being Interrogated as to whether 
their many bloody deeds had not given the surviv- 
ing bandits visions of ghosts and fears of being 
haunted by their dead, the wife ot one of them 
confessed that, although never hesitating in deter- 
mination, both Henry Berry and Tom Lowery and 
Andrew strong were often Mne and mentally uneasy.

In one 
case a wmte iainlly slept ou their arms and walked

IHE MUKDEii O.-' DANIEL AND MACSEILL H'LEOD. 


In Moore county, a night's ride from Scuifletown, 
a party ol disguised men killed Daniel and MacNeiil 
McLeod and stub ie I two women ana a boy. Xne 
motive was apparen:lv robbary, as tne victims were 
supposed to have been in receipt or a large snm of 
money, and, as a horse and buggy had been stolen 
tue previous night near Suoe Heel, tne act was sup- 
posed to have been commuted oy Lowery's band. 


The perpetrators o: tne act were never discovered, 
but a nesro neiirhljor of the McLeods was shot dead 
by the citizens on suspicion of having been a spy of 
the Lowervs. It is not that clear this band is charge- 
able with the crime. 


The story of John Taylor's death was partly re- 
cited in a previous letter, but as a crime, ana not 
merely as a codicil to the death of "Make" Sander* 
son, it deserves repetition. 


THE MURDER OF JOHN TAYLOE. 
January 14, 1871, Henry Berry Lowery mardered 


Jorm Taylor, the most de.ermmed and uncompro- 
mising oi his pursuers, at Moss Neck, on the mill 
dam, 
within two hundred yards of soldiers on 
gnard at the railway statlco. 
The outlaws had 
previously roobed Taylor, threatened him, and 
sent him word that he snonld be killed on 
sight. 
Taylor had spent the previous night 


with his father-in-law, William C. MacNeUl, who 
lived a short way irom the depot. Saturday morn- 
ing, »t eight o'clock, he started with Malcolm i). 
iiacNetu toward the depot to meet tne train. Henry 
Berry Lowery aad two others saarteuly rose up from 
the swamp beside the dam, and llenry Berry fired a 
shot gun tcrec leet Ironi Tavlor's head, sending the 
whole cnarge tbrongn his head and temples, blow- 
ing as part, ot the skull, and iragmem of the brain 
Ten into tne null dam and floated down against tne 
bank with the current. Steve Lowery almost in- 
stantly flred at Malcolm .MacSein. llenry Berry 
Lowery ran ont of the swamp, seized the quivering 
body oi Taylor by the legs and robbed it of $du 
currency, 
ine troops at the 
depot rushed 
down 
to 
the 
spot 
where 
tne 
outlaws 
disappeared inio the swamp and flred, and toe 
same evening tn« Lumberton mililia took to the 
swamps, twenty-five in number, and stayed out all 
night. Sot finding anything tue people began to 
auvocatc biooduonnds as the only way of tracking 
up the desperadoes. 


THE Hl'RDBR OF JOHN SANDERS. 


No crime £uown 10 modern society presents sncb. 
dark, meili • val features as the killing of Sanders, 
a detective police oificer ircm Boston and a native 
ol Nova .-scoria- li was tne concluding portion of 
a career of wild adventure, and to this liay tbe 
people of Kobeson county turn pale at tne bloody 
reminiscence. 


Sanders was one of several men wno have sought 
to obtain the lar^e reward offered for these outlaws, 
dead or alive, in a sum in gross, equal to a nand- 
some little iortune, and he was accredited by the 
Sheriff 01 New Hanover county to three or ionr 
white republicans or fccuitletown. Sanaers appears 
to have been destitute ot honor: bu; his scheme of 
capturing mess men was a shrewd one. Aware tnat 
tliey were anxious to leave tue swamps and get 
safely out 01 toe United btates to Mexico, or, at least, 
to the frontier country, he proposed to show them 
the way, assume to t>e their prelector and friend, and 
ultimately to give mem up on tne road by arranging, 
beiorenaiid, to have ihem intercepted at some point 
in south Carolina or (ieorgla. At the time Henry 
Berry Lowery lathomed tuts design ami slew ban- 
ners ior his treacneiy a wagon had been prepared 
and packed, and tne outlaws had luliy agreed to 
slip otf. escorting their movables and laiuiiies under 
cover of tne woods and broken country.

STAONTON, Va., March 4,1872. 


Even In this comparatively thinly populated and 


ucodestiy inclined region the assassin's pistol has 
been heard, and tne soil, unstained with human 
blood since the close of the rebellion, has been 
damped by the gore of an Innocent victim. TJnliKe 
the great cities of the North, where murders are

Charles c. Carson, the mnrflerer, is a young man, 


oi about twenty years oi age, member of a family 
ef the highest respectability, formerly of Augusta 
county. He is tall, has a fine personal appearance 
ana a commanding and polished manner, of good 
address, intelligent and ready in conversation, 
wears side whisfcers and a glignt mustache, and 
was considered by all who Knew him as a youth 
KSely to make nis mark to whatever position fate 
might consign him. 


His victim, D. B. Cimebcll, was of about tne same 


height, nracn more muscular, immensly strong, and 
less prepossessing in appearance, but well educated 
and extremely sensitive; capable of reseating to the 
utmost any discourtesy or ungentlemanly conduct 
or invidious lanenage. Clinebell possessed a re- 
markably clear intellect, however, and it was 
thought he was studying for the law, tnongn at tbe 
time of nis aeath he was engaged alternately at an 
academy and managing his father's farm affair?. 


THE nEKO OF THK CKOQ.UET PAETT. 


On the 2lst of September last, Carson and several 


others, including a company of ladles, haa made up 
a croquet party in Greenville, a small village about 
twelve miles from this place, on the Lexington 
road.

The annual State election of New Ramp- 


shire for Governor and Legislature, which 
comes off to-morrow, whatever may be the 
general result, will have an extraordinary 
effect in gmnz a definite shape and direction 
to the Presidential movements of the demo- 
cratic party.

The honest directors of the road are not

the crash comes—as come it snrely must 
and will—they will be held responsible in 
civil and criminal proceedings as co-directors 
with the men who have thus abused their 
trust.

something wrong about the matter, and so to 
har« withheld the bill in the Assembly. Ihe 
chances now appear to be that the fight be- 
tween the rival lobbyists v, ill become so bitter, 
through the success of the Beach men, as to 
reader the passage of the bill impossible. At 
the same time, every effort will be made to 
give members a sufficient interest in the job to 
aecnre their votes, as it is supposed that a 
great many millions of dollars can be made 
out of it. 


If the legislators at Albany desire to do vio- 


lence to the wishes of all the real property 
owners on Broadway, to destroy miU ons of 
property, to needlessly npset the business of 
the great thoroughfare of c,he city, to throw 
back the prospect of rapid transit in New York 
ten or fifteen years, and to impose all this 
outrage, annoyance, trouble and damage upon 
the people of the metropolis for the sake of 
aiding the fortunes of a set of lobby adven- 
turers, they will pass the bill now before the 
Senate. But if they respect the rights of 
property owners; if they regard the wishes of 
the people, and if they desire to see a railroad 
actually in operation in New York within the 
next three years, they will strike out the en- 
acting clause and pass in its place a, bill to au- 
thorize tbe construction of two viaduct roads, 
running on tbe east and west sides of the city, 
from the Battery to Harlem and Spuyten 
I>uyvil Creek. We call upon the representa- 
tives frem New York in the Senate—Messrs.

owners on Broadway, as in other parts of the 
city, whose actual interests in the real estate 
standing in their name is a mere trifle, who 
can be induced to enter into any speculative 
job or to endorse any proposition out oi which 
B pecuniary advantage can be derived. A 
mortgagor whose house is encumbered to 
th» amount of eighty per cent of its value -is 
less interested in the property than the mortga- 
ge*. Mr. Stewart and others who are the clear 
owners of their real estate on Broadway are 
opposed to the bill, and will resist it in the 
Courts, as they have before done, should it be- 
come a law. They neither desire to raise 
money to pay off mortgages nor to use the 
influence of a nominal possession of property 
they do not actually own as a means 
of promoting their 
interests 
in outside 


schemes. 
The Senate should insist upon 


learning tbe sentiments of bonn Jide property 
owners before they pass a bill that will destroy 
tbe finest avenue in New York, upheave the

BBOWNBVH.LB, Texas, March 10, 1872. 


The report of the recent meeting of stock, 


holders shows that in the latter half of Feb- 
ruary 2,000 cattle, to the value of $40,000, 
were crossed over the Rio Grande by Mexican 
banditti, within thirty miles of Brownsville. 


This is a fair sample of the depredations 


constantly taking place along the line. 


The thieves are organized in Mexico and 


carry repeating rifles and pistols. They usu- 
ally make their raids in bands of about thirty 
men. 
The band which recently crossed over 


1,000 head of cattle at Santa Maria ranche 
numbered eighty men, who were commanded 
by Captain Sabos Garcia, of General Cortina's 
force. 


GENERAL M'COOK IN PUESUIT. 


General McCook, the United States Com- 


mander in Brownsville, passed by the scene 
of the depredation within half an hour after 
the crossing of the banditti and narrowly 
escaped capture. 


The immunity enjoyed by the thieves is owing 


to the fact that the country between the Rio 
Grande and the Nueces rivers is thinly settled. 
Nine-tenths of tne population consist of Mexi- 
can bands, who cross over the border, roam, 
rob and murder at will. 
The ranoaeros 


(owners of ranches) refuse to grant informa- 
tion regarding the whereabouts of the thieves, 
through fear of being killed by the Mexicans, 
and say that in the country to the Nueces 
the banditti are determined to drive out all 
the Americans by depredations. 


On the 6th inst. Dionisco Cardenas, Mayor 


of Matagorda, bought 600 head of tbe stolen 
cattle recently crossed over at Santa Maria. 
He has been engaged for years in Hie business 
of buying stolen stock from Mexican thieves, 
and is consequently very popular among his 
countrymen. 


PBOTEOTION OK KETAtlATIOir. 


The resolution of the meeting of stock- 


holders further states that the frontier has 
been for years without protection, there being 
no cavalrymen from tbe mouth 
Of the 


river to Laredo.

FRAUD AND CORRUPTION RAMPANT. 


Brooxiyn'g committee of seventy-five, wno were 


appointed at a meeting held In ;he Academy of 
Mnsic a lew days alter the election on the 7th of No- 
vember last, have, It seems, labored assiduously 
elnce the organization In ferreting out some of 
t»eir stupendous frauds committed npon the good 
people of that pious burg by the roughs and row- 
Hies who have, unhappily, for many years taken 
•ttogetiier too conspicuous a part in the elections. 
T»e committee has at last completed Its labors in 
•o lar as to be able to lay before the people a ful 
•nd concise report of the doings and operations of 
a large class, including many members of the Police 
and Fire Departments and attachc-s of the Water 
BoarrJ, on the day of election, which report should 
eommend itself to every good citizen, whether repub- 
lican or democrat. Next Thursday evening a meet- 
mjtol citizens will be held m tne Academy of Music, 
when this statement, wbich 19 neatly printed In 
paatphler. form, will be distributed to every one. 
Below will be loutid copious extracts from the docu- 
ment:— 


A MODEL DISTRICT. 


In the First district of tne Second ward the In- 


upettors in almost every instance refused to swear 
persons challenged and received their votea. 
In- 


spectors kept whiBitey at the polls, aim were cou- 
Uaually drinking. 
A. 0- Becude challenged a 


person on the ground that he was a non-resident. 
The Inspector received nis vote aad refused to 
swear him.

When the polls closed tne inspect- 
ore orderea shutters on the windows; no oue could 
then see in the room; twenty minntes after a large 
handle or tickets was sent oat to Mr. Patten by 
the inspectors, with strict orJers to destroy it; 
afterwards two more bundles were Bent ont with 
Use orders. These ballots were "Judiciary," "City 
Jndiciary" and "Mayoralty." Patten gave them to 
his wife, and ene says tnat, hearing of the trouble 
persoae la Sew Yortt got in oy burning the voacners 
In comptroller Connolly's office, she preservedithem 
and gave them a few days after to postmaster 
Booth. Between the room occnpiert by Mrs. Patten 
tnd the room where the inspectors were was a thin 
board partition, with a glass door. Uanng the 
•lection Mrs. Patten saw oae cf the Inspectors open 
tickets mat had been handed him by voters and 
throw them away. That when a voter would give 
Jens than eight ballots the inspectors wuuld deposit 
ttie remainder when the voter left. 


COHB DOWN'OB GO HOWF. 


In the Fourth district of the Socona ward Jere- 


ml»h Paid, an iaspector, was offered $23 oy Alder, 
man Dwyer and Inspector McCaffrey to resign. He 
refused. While going to the polls next morning he 
was Knocked down. Fuld and the man who at- 
tacked him were arrested and taken to the station 
house. The Serveant discharged the assailant and 
ordered the inspector to be lockea an. Mr. Cos- 
teBo soon alter came lu ar.u protested. Fuld was 
then liberated, and reacae.5 the polls about the time 
Uwy were being opened.

Flt/^erald saw a number of non residents whom 
ha knows voting, and Heard a police officer tryinz lo 
induce a uian tnat had already voted to vote again 
Baw an inspector throwlne Into the street a ballot 
given him to deposit 1n ihe bal!ot box oy a voter 
Whiie tning to challenge repeaters he was Iareat 
ened, by oillcer!Flanijran, with personal violence.

A wonderful ballet on the subject of the "Divma
